Bienvenu  served  NSU  for  32  years  and  was 
president  from  1978  through  1982.  He  died  in  1983. 


NSU  Biological  Sciences  Building  Dedicated 
In  Memory  of  Former  University  President 


Ceremonies  were  conducted  Feb.  8 
at  Northwestern  State  University  to 
formally  dedicate  the  Rene  J.  Bienvenu 
Hall  for  Biological  Sciences. 

The  naming  of  the  three-story 
biological  sciences  building,  which 
opened  in  1970,  was  approved  this 
winter  by  the  Louisiana  Board  of 
Trustees  for  State  Colleges  and 
Universities. 

The  dedication  ceremonies,  which 
included  the  unveiling  of  a  portrait  of 


the  former  research  scientist,  depart- 
ment chairman,  dean  and  NSU 
president  who  died  in  1983,  were  held 
in  conjunction  with  the  59th  annual 
meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Academy  of 
Sciences. 

Guest  speakers  were  distinguished 
NSU  Alumnus  Dr.  John  Barkate, 
associate  director  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture's  Southern 
Regional  Research  Center  in  New 
Orleans,  State  Rep.  Jimmy  Long  of

Responding  to  the  ceremonies  for 
the  family  was  the  late  NSU  president's 
son,  Shreveport  pediatrician  Dr.  Steve 
Bienvenu.  His  father  was  dean  of  the 
College  of  Science  and  Technology 
when  the  biological  sciences  building 
opened. 

Barkate,  who  received  his  bachelor's 
degree  in  mathematics  and  the  master's 
degree  in  microbiology  at  Nor- 
thwestern, was  a  long-time  friend  of 
Bienvenu. 

"Rene  was  well  known  in  the  field  of 
immunology,  because  he  came  from  a 
very  prestigious  school  in  that  area,  the 
University  of  Texas,"  stated  Barkate, 
who  came  to  New  Orleans  in  1983  after 
serving  17  years  with  the  Ralston- 
Purina  Company  in  St.  Louis,  where 
his  last  position  was  director  of 
microbiology  and  assistant  director  of 
corporate  research. 

Interviewed  before  the  dedication 
ceremonies,  Barkate  said,  "Rene  was 
very  aggressive  in  getting  research 
funding  in  brucellosis.  He  knew  the 
field  quite  well  and  Jiad  a  knack  for 
attracting  students  to  work  on 
problems  relating  to  the  field  of  im- 
munology." ...       ,         r 

He  added.  "1  think  he  did  a  lot  ot 
good  work  and  produced  a  lot  of  good 
students  on  brucellosis.  He  did  much 
of  the  pioneering  work  on  the  im- 
munology of  brucellosis.  He  had  good 
ideas  in  those  fields.  He  knew  the  needs 
of  that  discipline,  and  that's  why  he 
was  so  successful  in  attracting  the 
funding  in  that  field." 

The  master's  degree  program  in 
microbiology  which  Bienvenu  is 
credited  with  establishing  was  awarded 
a  rare  commendation  of  excellence 
from  the  Louisiana  Board  of  Regents 

in  1981. 

"He  produced  numerous  out- 
standing graduate  students,"  recalled 
Barkate.  "Every  one  of  the  graduates 
of   his    graduate   program   has   been 


successful  in  industry  and  in  academic 
and  medical  schools." 

Barkate  noted,  "Dr.  Bienvenu  was 
an  outstanding  teacher  who  left  you 
with  the  feeling  that  this  fellow  was 
interested  in  you  as  a  person  and  as  a 
microbiologist,  and  he  wanted  to 
produce  the  very  best  students 
possible,  because  he  felt  it  would 
reflect  on  his  character." 

Upon  receiving  board  approval  to 
name  the  57.91 1 -square-foot  biological 
sciences  building  in  honor  of  Bienvenu, 
Northwestern  president  Dr.  Joseph  J. 
Orze  said.  "It  is  an  honor  justly  earned 
by  Rene  and  but  a  small  token  of  the 
esteem  in  which  he  was  held  by  his 
colleagues  at  the  university." 

Bienvenu  dedicated  more  than  30 
years  o!  his  life  to  Northwestern  as  a 
teacher,  department  chariman,  dean 
and  president  and  his  positive  in- 
fluence is  still  felt  at  the  institution 
which  he  loved  so  de*o!y. 

President  from  1978  until  his 
retirement  in  1982,  Bienvenu  joined  the 
science  faculty  in  1950  and  served 
Northwestern  continually  i«>r  over 
three  decades  except  for  a  brief  oeriod 
in  1977  when  he  was  assistant  dem  of 
the  School  of  Allied  Health  at  ihe 
Louisiana  State  University  Medical 
Center  in  Shreveport.

The  National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration  last  fall  appointed 
Leesville  native  and  1962  NSU  biology 
graduate  Dr.  Carolyn  S.  Leach 
Huntoon,  as  associate  director  of  the 
Lyndon  B.  Johnson  Space  Center  in 
Houston. 

Dr.  Huntoon  who  returned  to  NSU 
in  March  to  deliver  the  keynote  address 
at  the  24th  annual  Academic  Honors 
Banquet,  has  been  employed  by  NASA 
at  the  Johnson  Space  Center  since 
1968.  She  was  deputy  chief  for  per- 
sonnel development  in  the  astronaut 
office  from  1978  until  September  of 
1984,  at  which  time  she  was  appointed 
associate  director  of  the  Center. 

The  distinguished  alumnus,  who 
received  a  B.S.  degree  in  biology,  was 
honored  in  1984  as  the  Outstanding 
Woman  in  Science  in  Houston  and  as 
the  recipient  of  the  Paul  Bert  Award 
for  Physiology  Research. 

Dr.  Huntoon,  who  has  received

The  scholarship  fund  in  memory  of 
Noe's  father  was  established  in  April 
of  1984  by  the  Northwestern  ROTC 
Alumni  Chapter  as  an  award  to  in- 
coming freshmen  at  Northwestern. 

Scholarships  valued  at  $500  each 
were  presented  this  fall  to  Natchitoches 
Central  High  School  Junior  ROTC 
graduates  Joseph  Gregory  Jolley  and 
Jon  Maynard  both  of  Natchitoches. 

To  be  eligible  for  the  Gov.  James  A. 
Noe  Memorial  ROTC  Scholarship, 
graduating  high  school  seniors  must 
have  displayed  academic  excellence, 
leadership  potential  and  a  desire  to 
serve  their  country  through  com- 
missioned service  in  the  U.S.  Army. 

Col.  William  Fisher,  professor  of 
military  science  and  director  of  the 
U.S.  Army  Senior  ROTC  program  at 
Northwestern      State,      said      the 


scholarship  recipients  must  enroll  in 
one  military  science  basic  level  course 
each  semester.  The  courses  are 
designed  to  qualify  students  for 
enrollment  in  the  Senior  ROTC  Ad- 
vanced Course. 

Fisher  also  said  the  scholarship 
recipients  must  be  eligible  and  com- 
mitted to  applying  for  and  accepting  an 
Army  three-year  Senior  ROTC 
scholarship  at  NSU. 

The  Gov.  James  A.  Noe  Memorial 
ROTC  Scholarship  at  Northwestern 
was  established  this  year  in  memory  of 
a  long-time  supporter  of  military 
science  and  ROTC  activities  at  Nor- 
thwestern. 

In     the     1960s    and     1970s,     Noe 


provided  financial  support  which 
enabled  the  university's  Black  Knights 
Precision  Military  Drill  Team  to 
compete  annually  in  the  Cherry 
Blossom  National  Drill  Meet  in 
Washington,  DC.  The  Black  Knights 
were  national  champions  in  1969  and 
placed  second  in  1970. 

The  NSU  Military  Science  Building 
was  named  in  honor  of  Noe  in 
dedication  ceremonies  conducted  Sept. 
9,  1977.  The  Gov.  James  A.  Noe 
Memorial  Drill  Meet  for  high  school 
precision  drill  teams  is  sponsored 
annually  on  the  NSU  campus. 

Noe,  who  died  in  1976,  served 
Louisiana  as  governor,  lieutenant 
governor  and  as  a  state  senator.   He 


was  also  an  athlete,  soldier,  farmer, 
cattleman,  businessman,  oil  and  gas 
producer  and  owner,  radio  and 
television  entrempreneur,  and  patriot. 

Noe  served  as  a  stale  senior  and 
Senate  president  pro  tern  from  1932  to 
1934,  he  became  Louisiana's  lieutenant 
governor  and  became  governor  on  Jan. 
9,  1936,  upon  the  death  of  Gov.  O.K. 
Allen.  Noe  served  as  governor  until 
May  13.  1936,  at  which  time  he 
returned  to  the  Senate  representing  the 
Ouachita-Jackson  district.

Lady  Demons  Win  Initial 
GSC  Basketball  Championship 


They  ran  a  lot  and  they  scored  a  lot. 
They  scored  points  by  the  basket  full. 
They  scored  99  points  in  a  game  and 
lost.  They  scored  over  one  hundred 
points  twice  during  the  season  and 
averaged  an  even  88  points  every  time 
they  took  the  floor.  They  recorded 
twenty  wins  against  only  six  defeats 
and  won  all  ten  games  played  in  the 
Gulf  Star  Conference  by  an  average  of 
nearly  twenty  points. 

What  else  can  be  said  (or  written) 
about  the  1984-85  edition  of  Nor- 
thwestern State's  Lady  Demon 
basketball  team?  Pat  Pierson's  club 
put  it  all  together  this  past  season  as 
they  stormed  to  victories  in  the  Lady 
Demon  Christmas  Classic,  the  Lady 
Pack  Classic  in  Reno,  Nevada,  and  the 
Gulf  Star  Conference  championship. 

"1  guess  I  liked  our  scoring  balance 
and  the  fact  that  all  the  girls  are 
coming  back  the  most.  I  wish  that  we 
played  better  defense,  but  I  think  that 
some  of  our  problems  can  be  attributed 
to  our  inexperience,"  says  Pierson. 

The  Lady  Demons  were  led  in 
scoring  by  freshman  Gussie  Leonard, 
who  ripped  the  cords  at  a  19.7  clip. 
Leonard,  from  Kenner,  Louisiana,  was 
either  the  leading  scorer  or  second 
highest  scorer  in  19  of  the  26  games 
played  by  NSU  this  season. 

Linda  Grayson,  now  a  sophomore, 
led  the  Lady  Demons  in  rebounding 
with  her  per  game  average  of  9.2  and 
was  second  on  the  team  of  scoring  at 
17.5    ppg.   Annie   Harris,    in   double 


figures  most  of  the  season,  finished  out 
the  year  at  9.6  and  had  the  third 
highest  rebounds  per  game  average  at 
5.4. 

Starting  guards  Lonnie  Banks  and 
Teressa  Thomas  enjoyed  exceptional 
seasons.  Banks  recorded  12.5  points 
per  contest  and  led  the  team  in  steals 
with  82,  which  breaks  down  to  3.2 
thefts  per  game.  Thomas,  in  addition 
to  scoring  11.9  points  per  outing, 
handed  out  190  assists  (7.3  per  game), 
a  mark  that  not  only  led  NSU,  but  the 
entire  Gulf  Star  as  well.  She  also  led 
the  conference  in  free  throw  per- 
centage, connecting  on  81  °/o  from  the 
line. 

Throw  in  Leonard's  single  season 
field  goal  percentage  of  58.3%. 
Grayson's  team  high  26  blocks, 
Thomas'  school  record  14  assists  in  a 
single  game  and  Banks'  77%  free 
throw  percentage,  and  it's  little  wonder 
that  NSU  outscored  it's  opponents  by 
10.5  points  per  game. 

Sandy  Pugh,  the  top  Lady  Demon 
off  the  bench,  averaged  7. 1  points.  Val 
Williams  contributed  2.1  rebounds  and 
three  points  each  time  she  gave 
Leonard  or  Grayson  a  breather,  and 
Kristy  Harris  spelled  both  Banks  and 
Thomas,  piling  up  the  third  highest 
team  assist  score  total  (60)  despite 
limited  playing  time.  Other's  seeing 
action  off  the  bench  were  Monica  Lee 
(2.5  ppg),  Missy  Landreneau  (1.8)  and 
Ginger  Craig  (1.8). 


George  Jones  and  Gussie  Leonard  were  two  freshmen  bright  spots  for  the  Demon 
and  Lady  Demon  basketball  teams  this  season.  Jones  led  the  Demons  in  both 
scoring  and  rebounding,  while  Leonard  ranked  as  the  top  scorer  for  the  Lady 
Demons  and  was  second  in  rebounding. 


NSU  Football  Staff  Pleased  With  Recruits 


Northwestern  State  head  football 
Coach  Sam  Goodwin  was  more  than 
pleased  with  the  list  of  19  prep  players 
that  signed  to  attend  Northwestern 
State  University. 

The  list  of  new  Demons  was 
dominated  by  offensive  and  defensive 
linemen  and  defensive  backs  and 
Goodwin  says  several  of  the  players 
were  highly  sought  after.  "We  signed 
what  we  would  say  are  at  least  a  half-a- 
dozen  blue  chip  players  for  our 
program,"  noted  Goodwin.  "We  feel 
good  about  the  four  offensive  linemen, 
it's  probably  our  best  group.  We  also 
got  some  good  defensive  end 
prospects.  We  only  wish  we  might  have' 
signed  more  help  at  defensive  tackle, 
bigger  kids  who  could  play  right 
away." 

"We  only  went  after  one  receiver," 
added  Goodwin  while  speaking  of 
Morris.  "And  we  got  what  we  feel  is  a 
great  one  who  can  help  us  right  away. 
It's  also  great  to  sign  two  local  kids 
with  the  talent  of  Johnny  Sherrill  and 
Randolph  Hayes.  Both  of  those  players 
can  make  a  big  contribution  to  our 
program." 

"I  think  this  group  of  defensive 
backs  has  some  players  who  will 
contribute  this  Fall,"  added  Goodwin. 
"As  a  group  we  are  very  happy  with 
(he  secondary  people.  The  two 
linebackers  can  also  help  right  away  if 
we  can  add  some  weight.  It's  hard  for 
us  to  recruit  the  big  linebackers  and  the 
big  defensive  linemen.  We  will  make  a 
couple  of  position  changes  in  the 
Spring  to  help  our  situation  at 
defensive  tackle." 

Goodwin  said  his  staff  may  sign  an 
additional  few  players  over  the  next 
few  weeks.  The  Demons  last  season 
posted  a  7-4  record,  while  taking  the  co- 
championship  of  the  Gulf  Star 
Conference. 

NSU  Leads  All-Sports 
Race  in  Conference 

Northwestern  State,  on  the  strength 
of  a  tie  for  the  conference  football 
championship  and  a  first  place  in 
women's  basketball,  holds  a  narrow 
lead  in  the  Gulf  Star  Conference  all- 
sports  award  race  after  six  cham- 
pionships have  been  decided. 

The  Demons  have  35'/j  points,  while 
Southwest  Texas  State  has  30,  Stephen 
F.  Austin  has  27,  Sam  Houston  State 
27,  Southeastern  Louisiana  32  Vi,  and 
Nicholls  State  34.  Along  with  football 
and  indoor  track  the  other  sports 
already  decided  included  volleyball  and 
cross  country.  The  all-sports  award  is 
based  on  the  results  of  12  sports,  in- 
cluding eight  men's  championships  and 
four  women's  titles. 

"The  goal  I  have  as  athletic  director 
is  for  Northwestern  State  to  win  the  all- 
sports  award,"  said  Northwestern 
State  Athletic  Director  Tynes 
Hildebrand.  "I  feel  that  shows  that  all 
our  programs  are  being  successful, 
and  that  is  what  I  strive  for  as  athletic 
director.  1  want  all  of  our  sports  to  be 
at  or  near  the  very  top  in  the  con- 
ference."

Demons  Place  2nd 
In  GSC  Track 


Northwestern  State  won  Five  events, 
but  Stephen  F.  Austin  used  depth  in 
the  distance  events  to  win  the  first  ever 
Gulf  Star  Conference  indoor  track  and 
field  championships.  Stephen  F. 
Austin  scored  55  Vi  points,  Nor- 
thwestern State  had  41,  Southwest 
Texas  had  37  Vi  and  Southeastern  LA 
scored  29  points. 

The  Demons  have  won  five  events  in 
the  meet,  compared  to  four  wins  each 
for  Stephen  F.  Austin  and  Southwest 
Texas  State.  Southeastern  LA  won  two 
events.  The  difference  in  the  meet  was 
the  depth  showed  by  the  Lumberjacks 
in  the  distance  events  including  a  top 
three  sweep  in  the  two-mile  run. 

"Overall  we  had  some  good  per- 
formances and  I  think  we  did  well," 
said  Demon  Coach  Leon  Johnson. 
"We  .knew  going  in  that  Stephen  F. 
Austin  had  outstanding  distance  men, 
and  they  proved  that.  Hopefully  we 
will  be  a  stronger  outdoor  team  and  I 
think  we  will  have  a  great  outdoor 
championship  within  the  conference. 
The  four  teams  are  well  balanced  as  far 
as  talent  is  concerned 

Northwestern  State  had  one  of  the 
double  winners  in  the  meet,  that  being 
jumper  Eric  Barber,  a  sophomore  from 
Natchez,  MS.  Barber  won  the  long 
jump  with  an  effort  of  24-3,  and  then 
captured  the  triple  jump  with  a  leap  of 
50-10.  Barber  and  high  jumper  Kent 
Borman  of  Southwest  Texas  were 
named  as  co-winners  of  the  Most 
Valuable  Field  events  man  in  the  meet. 

Other  winners  for  the  Demons  in- 
cluded freshman  Jeff  Bailey  in  the  60- 
yard  dash,  sophomore  Donald 
Toussaint  in  the  600-yard  run  and  the 
mile  relay  team.  Bailey  won  the  60- 
yard  event  in  a  time  of  6.40,  while 
Percy  McGlory  was  fourth  in  a  time  of 
6.47.  NSU's  John  Stephens  ran  a  6.49 
time  to  place  fifth. 

In  the  600.  Toussaint  ran  a  lime  ot 
1 : 1 3.56  for  the  win.  while  he  also  ran  a 
leg  on  the  winning  mile  relay  team.

Leon  Qarr  was  fourth  in  the  shot  put 
with  a  throw  of  48-7,  while  Cal  Banks 
was  fifth  with  a  toss  of  46-41/2.  Aiong 
with  Eric  Barber  winning  the  two 
jumping  events,  his  brother  Kelvin,  a 
freshman,  placed  third  in  the  long 
jump  at  23-101/4  and  sixth  in  the  triple 
jump  at  47-1 1/2. 

In  the  high  jump  freshman  Eric  Lee 
went  6-8  to  place  third  for  the  Demons, 
while  the  6-6  jump  by  David  Webb 
placed  seventh.  In  the  distance  medley 
relay  Ronald  Wilkins  ran  a  strong 
anchor  leg  as  the  Demons  placed 
second,  and  Wilkins  also  placed  second 
in  the  1,000-yard  dash  in  a  time  of 
2:19.16. 

In  the  880-yard  dash  the  Demons  got 
a  fourth  place  finish  from  Russell  Duty 
in  a  time  of  2:00.71,  while  Wilson 
Brown  was  third  in  the  440-meter  dash 
with  a  time  of  50.58.  Another  Demon 
freshman,  Richard  Whitaker,  cleared 
14-6  to  place  fourth  in  the  pole  vault.

Sandy  Pugh,  a  sophomore  forward 
on  the  Northwestern  State  Lady 
Demon  basketball  team,  has  been 
named  to  the  District  Six  Academic 
Ail-American  basketball  team.  District 
six  includes  all  Division  I  schools  in  the 
states  of  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Texas, 
Oklahoma,  New  Mexico  and 
Arkansas. 

Pugh,  a  5-9  player  from  Campti

Sparkle  Ealerprtaea 
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Folk  Festival  Honors  Louisiana  Cowboy  and  Cattle  Industry 


The  Louisiana  cowboy  and  the  cattle 
industry  is  the  theme  of  the  sixth 
annual  Natchitoches  Folk  Festival 
which  will  be  presented  July  19-21  in 
Prather  Coliseum  by  the  Louisiana 
Folklife  Center  at  Northwestern  State 
University. 

Serving  as  honorary  general 
chairman  of  the  multicultural  event's 
special  tribute  to  the  Louisiana  cowboy 
and  the  cattle  industry  is  Louisiana 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  Bob 
Odom. 


COMMISSIONER  BOB  ODOM 


Odom,  who  grew  up  on  a  cotton  and 
dairy  farm  and  presently  owns  and 
operates  a  400-acre  cattle  ranch,  has 
served  as  Louisiana  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  since  1980.  He  was  re- 
elected to  his  second  four-year  term  in 
1983. 

As  honorary  general  chairman  of  the 
Festival,  Odom  hosted  a  meeting  of 
Louisiana  cattle  industry  leaders  and 
historians  of  Louisiana  cowboy  life  in 
February  at  NSU,  where  they  began 
developing  a  unique  and  informative 
cowboy  and  cattle  exhibit. 

In  addition  to  bringing  together 
more  than  200  traditional  artists  from 
throughout  the  state,  the  Natchitoches 
Folk  Festival  annually  features  an 
occupation  or  an  industry  which  has 
made  a  significant  contribution  to  the 
history  and  culture  of  Louisiana. 

In  1980  the  Festival,  which  has 
become  one  of  the  leading  traditional 
folk  arts  celebrations  in  the  nation, 
spotlighted  the  cotton  industry.  This 
was  followed  by  tributes  to  timber  in 
1981,  oil  and  gas  in  1982,  the  railroads 
in  1983  and  education  in  1984. 

NSU  English  professor  Dr.  Donald 
W.  Hatley,  director  of  the  Louisiana 
Folklife  Center  and  the  Natchitoches 
Folk  Festival,  said  the  Louisiana 
cowboy  and  cattle  industry  exhibit  at 
this  summer's  event  should  be  one  of 
the  most  colorful  and  informative 
tributes  in  the  history  of  the  Festival. 

"Because  this  is  a  folk  festival,"  said 
Hatley,  "we  like  to  focus  on  an  in- 


dustry or  occupation  that  has  a  bit  of 
romance  about  it,  and  you  can't  get 
much  more  romantic  than  the  working 
cowboy.  We  also  like  an  industry  thai 
puts  a  lot  of  emphasis  on  the  working 
person.  What  we  are  doing  is  focusing 
our  attention  on  the  working  Louisiana 
cowboy." 

Hatley  said  the  Louisiana  cowboy 
segment  of  the  Festival's  exhibit  will 
include  an  historical  perspective  of 
cowboying  in  Louisiana,  presentations 
of  cowboy  skills  currently  required  in 
handling  cattle,  the  modern  art  of 
auctioneering  and  a  pictorial  history  of 
cowboy  life,  and  interesting  displays  of 
cowboy  clothes,  cooking,  en- 
tertainment, equipment,  cattle  and 
horse  lore,  and  working  cattle  dogs. 

At  the  festival,  several  master 
craftspeople  will  be  demonstrating  arts 
and  crafts  typical  of  cowboy  life,  such 
as  whip  making,  saddlery, 
blacksmithing,  boot  making,  horn 
carving,  cinch  weaving,  hackamore 
weaving,  horse  collar  making,  blowing 
horn  making,  hide  tanning,  leather 
working,  wagon  making  and  repair, 
and  hat  making. 

The  cattle  industry  segment  of  the 
exhibit  will  include  a  Little  Britches 
Rodeo  for  kids,  cutting  horse  contest, 
exhibition  rodeo,  herding  cattle  with 
Catahoula  dogs,  auctioneering, 
branding,  chuck  wagon  cooking,  rope 
making,  making  and  repairing 
equipment  for  working  cattle,  breaking 
horses,  trick  roping  and  horseshoeing. 


There  will  be  special  displays  of 
cattle  breeds  popular  in  Louisiana, 
branding  irons  and  brands,  women  in 
the  cattle  industry,  early  ranching 
equipment,  cattle  feeds  and 
medications,  and  of  the  cattle  industry 
when  Northwest  Louisiana  was  oc- 
cupied in  the  early  Spanish  period. 

Hatley  said  of  special  interest  will  be 
photographic  exhibits  of  trial  drives, 
tick  eradication  and  working  cattle  in 
the  marshes  of  South  Louisiana,  in  the 
piney  woods  of  North  Louisiana  and 
on  the  prairies  in  Southwest  Louisiana. 

The  Natchitoches  Folk  Festival  also 
features  live  music  on  three  stages,  a 
variety  of  ethnic  foods  in  the  two 
concourses  of  the  coliseum  and  one  of 
the  largest  collections  of  master 
craftsmen  demonstrating  their  ex- 
pertise in  the  coliseum  arena. 

Festival  sessions  include  night  time 
music  shows  Friday  and  Saturday  at  8 
p.m.  and  daytime  programs  of  music. 
foods,  crafts  and  the  feature  exhibits 
Saturday  and  Sunday  from  10  a.m.  to 
6  p.m. 

Tickets  for  each  session  are  $4  for 
adults  and  $2  for  children  seven  years 
of  age  and  older. 

To  order  tickets  or  obtain  further 
information  on  the  sixth  annual 
Natchitoches  Folk  Festival,  call  (318) 
357-4332  or  write  the  Natchitoches 
Folk  Festival,  Louisiana  Folklife 
Center.
